Group I: Claims 79-115, drawn to an optical apparatus having a grating coupled to 1 st and 2 nd 
flared waveguides with a hyperbolically curved sidewall, classified in class 385, subclass 37. 

Group II: Claims 116-154, drawn to an optical apparatus having a plurality of light scattering 
elements arranged in a plurality of curved rows, the light scattering elements having wavefront 
converting properties, classified in class 359, subclass 629.
